FRANCE. 
(From tht Morning Cknuitk, October i.) 
Wi hate received the Paris papers of Mon- 
day by our ordinary express. 

They are filled with details of Ihe re- 
view of Ihe Iroopt by His Majesty on the 
previous day- The following is the ac- 
count of the proceedings, as they are pub- 
lished by Ihr Ministerial papers ,— 

" The King yesterday psased n grand 
review of the troops of the garrtsou of 
Paris, on the occasion of the presentation 
of the colours and other trophies taken in 
Morocco. The review look place in the 
Cour det Tuilrries. At iwrlvr o'clock all 
the troop, had arrived oil lite ground as- 
tigued to them i the infantry m ihe Cour 
del Tuileries,and the cavalry and artillery 
in the Place du Carrousel. When they 
auemhled the eowp d'ail was very bril- 
liant The weather had been bad in the 
morning, bul was comparatively tine 
during the review. The King arrived at 
St. Cloud at noon with the (Jueeii, his 
Ruyal Highness the Duke de Nemotiri, 
who relumed fruin Metz on Saturday, 
his Royal Highness the Duke dr Montpeu- 
lier, and her Royal Highness Madame 
Adelaide, The King's carriage was 
fullowed by five otheri, in which were the 
ladies uf honour uf the tjucen, and the 
King's aid«-de*camp. Thr King alighted 
at the gate of the TuiErnei called the 
Poinl-Tottrnant.near fhe great baim, atiJ 
wax received by the Ministers. His Ma- 
jesty immediately entered Ihe lent nf tht) 
son of the Hmperot uf Morocco, which has 
been put up siver llie great basin, and ex- 
amined every pari of it with much iulertsl. 
The tenl itself is not more than about 40 
feet in diaiuefer. hut it is surruuiided wilh 
a circular en closure, leaving a space be- 
tween thai and Ihe tent. Thii enclosure 
reached nearly tu the edge of the baain. 
Al a little before one o'clock the King 
entered the Court uf the Tuilrrir. on 
horseback, accompanied by the Dukes de 
Nemours and de Montprntirr. Duke Qar- 
nardofhUute Weimar, Manhal Soull, ihe 
Uinisle. of Marine, Manhal Gerard, 



General Jacqueminot, and a nnrnetou* 
staff. His Jlajesl) 's presence was hailed 
witli loud acclamations. The Queen. 
Modamr Adelaide, and the Cuunt de 
Paris, weir seated in the balcony uf 
Ihe Paulluri de I'Hurloge. The wimluws 
uf the palace Here tilled with ladies, 
who had been admitted by tickets. 
The colours and other trophies, in- 
cluding the famous parasol, were placed 
under the eyes of Ihe King, who contem- 
plated them with an interest shared by all 
the spectators of this scene. They were 
carried by twenty-eight non-commissioned 
officers who had been engaged in cam- 
paigns in Africa, and been dectirated with 
Ihr order of Ihe Legion uf Honour. After 
the presentation of the truphies, his Ma- 
jesty | lasted down the lines of lh* troops, 
and was received with loud cries of ' Vive 
If Riii.' The colour -hearer* and ufflcrm, 
and rlun-COliiraissi'ilirJ officers, who, 
according to previous arrangement, were 
to receive the decoration of the Legion of 

It in, thru entered the Tuileriei : the 

suitcrtor officers, officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, and soldiers if the cavalry 
were disiiiou tiled, a* were alio Ihe onlour- 
hearers. Tin*, mIu> werr tu be decorated 
nerr placed in a single line, in the order nf 
lite iiuttiliers (if their respective regimenli, 
tiilh the coloura and standards behind 
thriir, and the hand anil drums of ihe 2d 
liglitiiif:infryaud23rduflheliiicl>rhindthe 
colour-bearer. When the decorations had 
hern conferred, ihe standards and ihe mu- 
sicians and drummers remained in front 
uf hit Majesty. The colours taken in 
Morocco, preceded by Marshal Suull and 
several general officers, were now carried 
Between the ranks of the cavalry and in- 
fantry, lh* drumi loudly heating, and the 
trumpets playing. The non-commissiuned 
officers who carried these colours I hen 
placed themselves al the right of tile King, 
and Marsfuil Sotill, advancing, mid, 1 Sire, 
I present to yottr Majesty the colours 
laken at the battle of Isly hv Ihe French 
army, and at Mugador by llie 1'iiiic* de 
Joiniille. I rnlrrat yiiur Majesty lo re- 
ceive them, anil to permit them to he 
placed in the nave uf the Chapel of the 
tnvalideil' Thr King replied, ' I accept 
these colours in Ihe nam* of Krancr.' The 
defiling of the various corps then com- 
menced, At this time the King was with 
hit staff in front uf the Pavilion de I'Hur- 
loge. After the defiling the procession 
was formed fur the conveyance of the 
trophies to the Hfitr) dec fnvalidei, It 
marched in the fullosving order i — A 
detachment of the municipal guard), 
and ihen the regiments of infantry. In 
the centre of the column, between the l7lh 
light infantry and the aird nf the line, 
were fifteen companies of rf/t/e, laken from 
the grenadiers and vulligeurs of each regi- 
ment. In the middle of this column were 
placed the trophies, Theartilltry followed, 
and then the cavalry. A large crowd lined 
ihe road of the procession, and frequent 
cries were heard of ' Vive I* Rot,' 'Vive le 
Prince de Joinville,' Only the companies 
of Mite who form r J the escort of honour 
enterrdthe Tuileties with the fitat-Majur- 
General. The commandant of thr Hotel 
des Invalidrs, and the whole of hit staff, 
w r rre in waiting al the gate on the aide of 
the esplanade. They headed the proces- 
sion to the Cour d'Huunrur, where all the 
irivalides were drawn up. The companies 
of tlite were headed by Lieutenant -Gene- 
ra iSe bast iani, and amongst the officers wer* 
Colonel Eynard, the aide-de-camp of Ge- 
neral Bugeaudj who brought the colours 
taken un the 14th ult. at laty, and Captain 
Botiel, who brought those taken at Moga- 
don General Sebsftiaiii, in accosting Ge- 
neral Baron Petit, the commandant of the 
luvalides, said ; — 

" ' I come in thr name of the King, to 
deposit in your hands the trophies cun- 
tjuered by our brave soldiers uf thr army 
uf Africa, and by our intrepid seamen at 
Tangier, [sly, and Mugador.' 

" General Petil replied :— 

" ' It is with ■ noble pride that 1 re- 
ceive these colours, which recal to my 
memury the must glorious reminiscences 
of our history, end I am delighted In find 
that our young soldiers ate worthy of 
their predecesaon of the Grand Army. 
Yes, Frauce continues to lie ihe country 
uf heroic legions- of great anil sublime 
acta of devotrdnei.; it is by a glorious 
succession of victoriri that she has achieved 
the btil place in the history uf nations 
■ince Tolbiac and Rocroi, lo Jamappes, 
Wagram, Couslantioe, lily, and Mogador, 
and that place the will know how to pre- 
serve. Soldiert, these trophies which you 
bring me shall be placed by the tide of 
those of Aiuterliti, of Jena, and of Fried- 
land ; in other words, by the aide of the 
most gluriom Irophiei uf the empire Lei 
Ihe memory of these great events 1m always 
preteui to your minds, and let Ihem remind 
you of what France exjierts from your 
constancy and valour. Iftwe ft Rot. 

" This cry was unanimously rrprated 
aeveral times. Then thirty-two idialiJri 
advancrd Innards the detachment charged 
w'tlh the cotuurt, and received them fmm 
the hands of the holdets. During this 
part of the ceremony, the band of the 
()2nd played military flourishes, and Ihr 
drums beat the salute. Generals Prlit 
ami Se bestial] i placed themselves at the 
head uf the detachment of invalidej, who 
were carrying the colours, and after 
having passed in front of the lines ut 
troops assembled in thr court of the build - 
ing, proceeded to the chapel, itl the en- 
trance of which stood thr cure and his 
clergy.

A good dral of astonishment was 
created in Paris on Monday, by the 
announcement given in one of thr 
Marseilles papers, thai the line-of- 
battle ship the Su/re*, which was 
the Prince de Joinville'i flag ship at 
Tangier and Mogador, had arnrrd at 
Toulon wilhoul tlie Prince. Thr fact 
turned on I bj lie true, and many conjec- 
tures were abroad as to the cause fif this 
singular circumstance. Thr follniiing is 
Ihe account given by ihe Srniinflle, of 
Ton Ion, on the ,7lh i — 

" At eleven this morning a ship nf the 
Tine and a steamer eamr in tight, and as

The Prince Ur Joinville was lo 
Irat e oti ihe following morning direct for 
K" Thus his Royal Highness has re- 
nounced wjih regrel hit intention of past- 
ing through Tuulon, where a brilliant 
reception had been prepared for him. VVc 
are mured that the Prince, not having 
received any newt of the Princest, his 
spouse, had conceived from this silence 
an uneasiness which led to the drtermi- 
naliou that he has come lo. The Prince, 
besides, it himself slightly indisposed, and 
all these circumstances have induced him 
lo return as speedily as possible tb the 
bosom of his family." 

The above is a very lame account of the 
affair, It may be true that his Koyal 
Highness hat gone direct lo the Chateau 
d'Ku ; but it is hardly probable that he 
would gu there tu see the Princess, seeing 
that her Royal Highness is al Ml. Cloud, 
between which place and Neuilly she hat 
been since her accouchement, and which 
neither the nor any of ihr ladies of the 
Royal family intend to leave I ill after thr 
King's rriurn from Knglatid, The report 
uu the Paris Hi nine was thai thr Ruya) 
Admiral is in high dudgeon at the sudden 
tenninat inn of the Morocco war, and llisl 
he has been known tu eipress himself In 
Irminif the slrongesl disapprobation uf 
I be terms granted to thr Emperor by the 
French Ministry. What truth may lie in 
this report ur will nol venture tu say , but 
it has, at all events, more the air of pro- 
bability than the story given by the Tou- 
lon paper. Fur several days previously it 
had been given out by some of fhe Paris 
pajiers thef the Prince had obtained 
■mire favourable terms fruin ihe Pacha 
of Larachr, lhan those ultimately ac- 
cepted by the Duke of liluckslverg and 
M. tie Ninn ; hut that he was obliged to 
relinquish Ihem id consequence of orders 
from the Foreign-office in Paris. We 
shall, hunever, hear mure uf Ihe affair in 
a few days, should il turn out, as reported, 
thai he was gone off in a huff. Ily the 
last account ihr Prince was tlill at Cadiz. 

Thr Semaphore, of Marseilles, states 
thai a sudden and unexpected attack was 
made by the natives upon the French 
I mops, at Drllys, an important French 
station, at only a abort distance from 
Algiers. 

The Phernmond, which arrived on the 
£fith at Marseilles, which the left on the 
21lh, brings information that our troops 
have been sharply attacked at Dellyt. 
Marshal Bugeand had invited the princi- 
pal chiefs of the environs, and Ihe newly 
subjected tribes, to be present on the 22ntl 
at a grand review. They attended, but 
the review wai hardly over w r hrn the 
Marshal was informed that the 
tribei, proriting by the absence 
of their chiefs, had proceeded 
against Dellyt, where they attacked our 
troops, and massacreed a portion of the 
inhabitants, after plundering thrm, The 
Marshal instantly sent off two sleamen 
laden wilh troupi lo btigia iu order tu 
punish the offenders. On the following 
day, two companies of engineers and 
artillery were also sent off for the same 
purpose." 

Thr Covrrier Franroit menlions a re- 
port that, upon the represeutatiuns of the 
French Ambassador at Constantinople, M. 
Guizo! has decided upon recalling the 
French Consul at Jerusalem, 

On Friday last two companies of Ma- 
rine Infantry were landed at Toulon from 
the Jtmmopet. These troops having 
taken part in the affairs of Tangier and 
Mogador, and being also accompanied by 
Chef de BaUillun Pujol, ihey were re- 
ceived by a band uf music, which marched 
at I heir head front the harbour to I he 
barracks.

The best p*pp*r comes 
from .Sumatra, wherr Ihe bunches, at suoii 
as any of the berries ripen, art spread un 
dry mats or upon llie ground, being then 
red, but becoming black and more or less 
shrivelled in drying, according to their 
maturity, From this statement, corrobor- 
ated tu Ihe writer by a physician from tbe 
West Indies, where the black pepper ia 
preferred, and by the writer's testing their 
relative flavour and qualities hiiuieif, it 
appeart clear that (hose who use it bite 
pepper al the higher price pay unwittingly 
for an inferior article ; further, purchasers 
should buy whole jvepper, for such sold by 
disreputable dealers ready ground is 
sophisticated wilh burnt crust of bJead 
he ., and the white with lieaten rice.—
